The use of a pillow is not a matter of 


mere blind usage. 
11 has a plivsiolog- 


ieal basis. 
\Ve sleep, for the most 


part, on the side, and without a pillow 
the head would he uncomfortably jind 
harmfully lower than the body. 


It will be remembered that Jacob, 


when fleeing from Esau, look u stone 
for a pillow, 
lie needed something 


for the purpose, and nothing bettor 
than a stone presented itself. Such 
practices are- common in Africa at the 
present day. lltshop Taylor probably 
found it convenient, if not necessary, 
to take up with them in his travels in 
that land; for on his return to this 
country he rejected the soft pillows of 
his friendly hosts, and, sometimes at 
least, substituted one of books. 


Some people rest the neck instead of 


the head on hard pillows. In Africa 
extraordinary heailgeara 
make 
thi* 


practice necessary, and many a civ- 
ilized woman has been coinpeilcxl by a 
somewhat similar coiffure, to forego 
both the pillow and the recumbent 
posture. 


A consideration of the physiological 


reason 
fr>r pillows will suggest their 


proper thickness. They should merely 
bring the head to a natural level. Sonic 
pillows arc much too thick. liy bend- 
ing the neck unduly, they interfere- 
with the outllow of the venous blood 
from the head. The pillow that just 
fills up the, spuce above the shoulder 
best suits its end.

Up to about the. age of forty 


years, the pulmonary artci-y, the large 
vessel which carries the blood from the 
heart to the lungs, is larger than the 
uorla, the vessel by which the blood is 
distributed to the body in general Tho 
consequence of this excess in MZK of 
the pulmonary artery over the aorta, i» 
a high blood pressure in the lungs, and 
consequently a more complete purifica- 
tion of the blood from its g;iseons itn- 
pnrities than would otherwise occur. 
After middle life, the pulmonary artery 
decreases in size, and 
the aorta in- 


creases. This fact, together with the 
increased resistance which the blood 
meets iu consequence of the diminished 
capacity of the pulmonary vessels, re- 
sults in a gradually increasing accumu- 
lation of carbonic acid gas in the blood, 
which reacts upon every organ and tis- 
Eue in the hotly, lessening its activity, 
and causing a deterioration of every se- 
cretion.— Dr. J. II. Kellogg, in Uood 
Health.

Just three hun- 
dred and forty-seven years ago a little 
Arab baby was taken prisoner by some 
tjpanisli soldiers, and brought, lo Oran 
to be offered up for sale ns a slave. 
The good vicar general, .luan Cavo. 
bought him and took him to his own 
house to educate him, and he baptized 
him under the name of G'.roaimo. 
\Vhen the child was eight years old a 
few Arab slaves made theireseapc from 
Oran, and believing they were doing 
the bo.y a kindncsr. they took him with 
them; so for some years he livod with 
bis people as a Jioliainetaii. 
Cut the 


hoiy faith which .luan Cam had plant- 
ed in the child's heart had taken such 
firm root that his relation* could not 
tear it out: 
lie remained with them 


till he was twenty-live, and then he 
took a step whii-li he knew no Arab 
could forgive, and which, if he should 
be recaptured, would lend him with 
certainty to suffering or death.

MOUSE FOR BAIT. 


i>r« Way »f 
in Colorado. 


We have recently learned some inter- 


esting facts concerning the Colorado 
trout and trout streams from Thomas 
Withers, civil engineer, und deputy 
United States laud surveyor for the 
state of Colorado. Mr. Withers has 
been in Washington, suid while there 
collected some useful information pre- 
paratory to establishing a trout hatch- 
ery on a beautiful Ktrcain owned by 
him near Denver, lie will probably 
make a special effort to get the native 
red-bellied trout (Salmo purpurntiis), 
and devote considerable attention to its 
propagation. 
Mr. Withers is an enthu- 


siastic fisherman and well posted ;is to 
the habits of the trout, lie status that 
the helgraniitc is extremely common in 
the north fork of tho IMattc, anil by its 
fly form, which is there knowu as tho 
willow fly, is one of the best natural 
foods for trout, and also one of the most 
excellent baits of the region. 


Mr. Withers gives a very amusing ac- 


count of the capture of large trout at 
Buffalo, near Denver, on the Hpnth 
Fork railroad. There, is in that vicinity 
e so-called mouse, which has the liabit 
ol going into the water very freely, and 
on this account we suppose the animal 
to be one ol the shrews, probably the 
common shrew (Neosorcx palustris), 
which is the largest of tlic shrews aquat- 
ic in their habits. 
It grows to 


length of six inches, including the tail, 
which is two nnrt a half inches long. It 
is found from Massachusetts to the 
Rocky mountains and northward. Tho 
muzzel of this shrew is very long nml 
abundantly supplied with whiskers. 


Its feet" are very long and have a 


fringe of hair. The ears are valvular 
and adopted for life in the water. 1

mouse could not get away 
flont. 
"Then the chip with its live freight 


Tvas liberated in the creek at some dis 
tance above the bridge, under which the 
big trout was known to secrete himself 
The chip went merrily dancing dowi 
the stream, the mouse meanwhile run 
ning backward and forwnrd us far a 
the limits of his raft would allow, ant 
things went swimmingly uutil the 
bridge was reached. Here \ve saw a 
sudden commotion which we knew was 
caused by the big trout. 


"His trontship seemed to hit the chip 


with his tail, for it ileiv out into the air 
n. foot or more alxjve the surface of the 
•water, and he swallowed the mouse. 
The fisherman in charge of the line suc- 
ceeded, after some difficulty, in lauding 
the trout, which proved to be a tive- 
pounder." 
Afterward Jlr. Withers 


learned that the live mouse was known 
to many of the fishermen as one of the 
roost killing baits for the black-spotted 
trout, and its use is very general in that 
part of Colorado.—Forest and Stream.

who fell in the initial victory were 
made \>y the famous sculptor. If it is 
trul.y a copy of Lysippus' work, \ve can 
judge from it how the Maeeilonians 
managed their horses in a hand-to-hand 
conflict.
